New York, Nov. 7.—Herbert Hoover 
of California has teen elected presi- 
dent. : 

Running for office for the first time 
in his life, he defeated Governor Alfred 
Smith of New York, a veteran master 
of politics, in one of the most spectac- 
ular victories in the history of Amer- 
ican campaigns, according to nation- 
wide returns collected by the United 
Press today. 

Hoover smashed the sclid scuth— 
the first’ timo the Republicans have 
done so in fifty years. ‘ 

Hoover also took Governor Smith's 
‘cwn state of New York with its great 
block of 45 electoral votes. 

On the basis of United Press fig 
ures from all sections of the country, 
the tabulations stood as follows: 

Electoral vote: 

Hoover 404, Smith $1, doubtful 45. 

Popular vote: 

Total 21,919,788, Hoover 12,447,179, 
Smith 9,472,559, Hoover majority 2.- 
974,620. 

Hioover has also carried both houses 
of congress with him by increasec 
Republican majorities. The Republican 
insurgents have apparently Icst their 
balance of power in the senate.

SYSTEM OF INSPECTORS IN 
GOVT. DEPARTMENTS FAULTY 


Edmonton, Novy. 3.—Revision of the 
whole system of Government Inspect- 
orates in the Province is being seri- 
ousiy studied and considered, with a 
view to establishing closer co-opera- 
ton and greater efficiency combined 
with economy, according to Premier J.

SOAP 


Probably there are persons who 
think that soup came {nto common uso 
many thousands of years ago. This 
is not so, however, for though to ho 
sure, a great many centuries have 
olapsed since China discovered the art 
of making soap, only a fow decades 
have passed since England removed a 
tax on It which several centuries be- 
fore had been imposed on the ground 
that it was a luxury. 

It Is surprising to note that soap 
did not easily slip into the scheme of 
things as civilization advanced. We 
have been wont to think of our fore- 
fathers as enjoying, particularly on 
Saturday nights, all the pleasure and 
benefit which a cake of modern soap 
in conjunction with a tub of water 
can convey, And yet our earlier fore- 
fathers, if traced back to ancient 
Greece and Rome, knew nought of soap 
as it is understood today. They laved 
themselves with ofl and then rubbed 
themselves with ashes, we are told. 
The Gauls mixed tallow and wood ash- 
eg and boiled the combination. Imag- 
ine the task of trying to work up a 
lather for shaving with that! But soap 
did not appear in England until late in 
the fourteenth century, when the utter 
foclishness of its use was immediate- 
ly recognized by the Government 
which promptly applied, not a com- 
mon ordinary little luxury tax, but a 
super-luxury tax. 

Like various other commodities, 
soap has advanced since then not 
only in public estimation and use, 
but also in quality. Soap of a few 
generations ago would hardly be 
recognized by the most ardent dis- 
ciple of the article of to-day. Made 
in a deep pan and cut out in rough 
oblong cakes it often had the texture 
of pig-iron and presented about as 
much disinclination to lather. Few, if 
any, attempts were made to take away 
the not altogether pleasing scent (that 
is putting it mildly) which, persisting 
as it did in hanging about the person 
of the user long after applied, often 
brought the tart remark from Grand- 
mother, “You needn’t turn up your 
nose, it’s nuthin’ but clean soap.” 


CANADA HOLDS HIGH PLACE 


After an absence of more than two 
months, during which he represented 
the Dominion: on a number of historic 
occasions, Premier Mackenzie-King 
returned to his homeland a few days 
ago. 

When interviewed, Mr. King told of 
some of those things which took him 
to Europe, of the welcome he received 
everywhere, of the high place which 
Canada has achieved in the minds and 
hearts of European nations, and of 
the benefit which had accrued from his 
sojourn in Great Britain and on the 
Continent. Peace and Canada’s part 
in perpetuating peace in the world 
formed the theme of much of what Mr. 
King had to say. 

“The peace of the world depends 
more on good relationship between : 
the United States and Great Britain 
and France than on any other single 
factor,” said the Prime Minister in 
this connection. He pointed out that 
in the development of this happy rela-| 
tionship Canada held a key position. 
The Dominion understood and could 
interpret the French, the British and 
the United States character. She was

“What is interesting to Canada Is 
that we have worked out what the 
Huropean nations are seeking,” the 
Premier said. “Canada has renounced 
war insofar as her relations with the 
United States go. <As a matter of 
policy, war has been replaced by the 
spirit of conciliation and means have 
been set up for the amicable investi- 
gation and adjustment of differences. 
In Europe there is stil! an element of 
distrust between the nations which are 
seeking’ peace. That is one reason for 
the emphasis laid on disarmament as 
a necessary factor in the attainment of 
peace. But, for a hundred years, 
Canada and the United States have 
disarmed and had trusted each other, 
and the results had proven the wisdom 
of deing so. 


tis system we have been re- 
lieved of the necessity of putting 
‘erre sums of money into arma- 
ments, and this money has gone in- 
to industry,” Mr. King said. “When 
the Minister of Finance prepares 
his budget he does not have to al- 
low even five cents for armaments. 
The result is a stimulation to pros- 
carity.” 

The Prime Minister referred briefly 
to immigration. He felt, he said, that 
he and those dssociated with him. had 
been able to convince the people of 
Great Britain that British settlers 
were welcome in Canada. He expres- 
sed the opinion that some of the in- 
juricus propaganda circulated in Great 
Britan which led to an opposite im- 
pression gaining ground, might ‘2 
traced to private organizations which 
desired to compel the Canadian gov- 
ernment to contribute financially to 
their own immigration schemes. The 
Goverrsment had no intention of con- 
tributing large sums to private immi- 
gation scherves, he stated.

tions, which he attended for the first 
time as one of Canada’s representa- 
tives, was referred to by the Prime 
Minister. “The League is doing a 
great work,” he said. “It is trying to 
develop the appeal of reason rather 
than the appeal to force.” This ac- 
counted for the stress laid upon dis- 
armament, because the League believ- 
ed that to discourage great armaments 
meant to put a brake on any nation 
which might be inclined to belliger- 
ence. This bringing together repre- 
sentatives of the world nations, their 
sitting down to talk over their differ- 
exces, Was a most important thing. 


‘It is helping to create a world 
opinion which fosters goodwill  in- 
stead of illwill,” the Prime Minister 
declared. He considered the signing of 
the Kellog treaty an important step to- 
ward that condition which was desired 
by the signatory nations. 

“T think they are leaving it to the 
United States ty decide,” Mr. King 
said, when asked if efforts were be- 
ing made to induce the United States 
to join the League. “All countries are 
welcome,” he added. 

The Prime Minister said that Burope 
seemed to have got back to mormal 
conditions which were shattered by 
the war. 

“You wouldn't know there had ever 
been a war,” he remarked in compar- 
ing conditions now with those which

a plan of co-operating advertising of 
guaranteed coals which is intended to 
be the prelude to co-operative selling. 


For some time past such an idea 
has been uppermost in the mind of 
many of the operators, who argue 
that no satisfactory solution will be 
found until such an arrangement is 
entered into. 

The arrangement if actually carried 
out, it is stated, will not resolve itself 
into one big pool, but will consist of a 
group of pools, the coal being grouped 
according to quality.
